Introduction 4 


The subject of this message is 
not new. It is the subject of a con- 
troversy that has existed for many 
years. In our day it is the sub- 
ject that marks the difference be- 
tween the liberalists and the fun- 
damentalists in the church. The 
material which is presented is that 
which has. been gathered from 
many sources. It is not the pro- 
duct of one mind, but many, From 
the days of the Apostles and 
church fathers, there have always 
been those who have held to the 
great truths which we shall at- 
tempt to set forth. Many of the 
greatest men in the history of the 
Church have defended the facts of 
Scripture that are presented here- 
in. The subject is vital, and for 
this reason we urge careful 
thought as it is developed. 

Before going into the heart of 
our question, we think it advis- 
able to present by way of defini- 
tion, the answer to the two ques- 
tions that might quite naturally 
arise in the minds of many who 
will read this message. First, 


What Is A Post-Millennialist? 


There are many people today 
who claim to be Post-millennialists 
who are unable to answer this 
question clearly. Therefore, we 
shall endeavor to present a brief 
and simple answer. A Post-millen- 
nialist is one who believes that the 
world will eventually become 
Christianized through the instru- 
mentality of the churches. It is 
their opinion that after the organ- 
ized churches have conquered the 
world, thus bringing in the King- 
dom, -Christ will come the second 
time for the purpose of conducting 
the “general judgment of the last 
day.” The Post-millennialist be- 
lieves that this will end time and 
usher in eternity. The word, “mil- 
lennium,” is derived from two Lat- 
in words: “Mille,” meaning, 1,000, 
and “annus,”, meaning, a year. 
Those who hold to the previously” 
mentioned opinions are _ called 
‘*Post-millennialists” (“Post, 
“meaning, “after’), because they 
believe the Second Coming of 
Christ will take place after the 
Kingdom has been established.

What Is A Pre-Millennialist? 


A Pre-millennialist is one who 
believes that it is not the business 
of the Christian to “Christianize” 
the world. He believes, rather, that 
it is his duty to evangelize the 
world. There is quite a difference. 
0g where in the Bible are we told 

to Christianize the world. The Bi- 
ble emphasis is placed upon evan-

that it is our God-given re- 
bility to give the Gospel to

to “evangelize?” Supposing the 
City of Dallas had never heard 
the message of the Gospel, and I 
was commissioned to evangelize 
Dallas. Coming into the City I 
would use every available means 
of getting out the Gospel. I would 
preach over the radio, and would 
use the printed page, distribute the 
printed message of the Gospel to 
every person in the City, I would 
preach in halls and on the street 
corners. As folks trusted Christ as 
their Saviour, I would enlist them 
to assist me in the work. We would 
go to every home with the Gospel 
message, we would enter the hos- 
pitals and the jails with our mes- 
Sage. We would deal with every 
individual in the City telling them 
God’s plan of salvation and urging 
them to trust Christ for everlas- 
ting life. When we had reached 
every person in the City with the 
Gospel message, when we had giv- 
en them repeated opportunity to 
receive the Gospel and after pour- 
ing out our spirit in prayer to God 
for them, our duty so far as evan- 
gelizing the City is concerned, 
would have been completed. It 
would not mean that we were no 
longer obligated to give the Gos- 
pel to Dallas, but it would mean 
that Dallas would be without ex-

bility in its evangelization would ~“% 


have been met. 


However, to Christianize the 
City of Dallas would be something 
entirely different. IH would involve 
having the hearts and minds of 
all the people in the City, young 
and old, so changed that they 
would all with one accord worship 
God, not merely in form, but in 
sincerity and truth. It would mean 
a literal transformation of the en- 
tire City. All crime and corruption 
would have to cease and the en- 
tire populace seek to live lives that 


would glorify God. It is evident to 


every thinking man that such a 
mission would be hopeless. Nothing 
like this has ever taken place, and 
there is no Scripture evidence that 
it ever will take place until Jesus 
comes.

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Surely your own hearts have been 
broken many times because of the 
facts stated. Behind every “War, 
every murder, every, divorce, every 
theft, every case of adultery, every 
lie, is Satan. He is back of all the 
strife and hatred of our day. He 
is the cause of every evil thought, 
word and deed. There will be 
drunkards, harlots, criminals of 
every kind, and multitudes of im- 
moral wretches until he be taken 
out of the way. There will never 
be peace on earth while the Devil 
has access to it. Again I repeat, 
there can be no age of righteous- 
ness while he is around.

This truth is recognized in the

There are, no doubt, some who 
would meet this argument by ar- 
guing the opinion that men will in 
time develop an ability to with- 
stand Satan and his temptations; 
that through proper reconstruction 
of the‘ existing social order and 
a thorough program of education 
through the instrumentality of the 
church, the influence of Satan 
could be off-set. They maintain 
that under such circumstances the 
Righteous Age could materialize. 


God, no doubt, foresaw this ar- 
gument and gave us Scripture with 
which to refute it. He tells us that 
for. a thousand years Satan will 
be bound and locked in the bottom- 
less pit, during which time he will 
deceive the nations no more. He

The truth of our statement is 
self-evident. Everyone knows that 
there is no hope of a reign of 
righteousness until thé master- 
~.....mind. behind the sin and sorrow, 
_- the crime and corruption, the lewd- 
ness and lawlessness in the world, 
is destroyed. We can not possibly 
have a Millennium, a Kingdom of 
Righteousness and peace until! Sa- 
tan is taken out of the earth, for 
- he is the cause of our trouble. Even 
' the best of Christians will have 
' difficulty with themselves and with 
' each other so long as Satan ‘is 
'  Yunning around loose, There will 
be hypocrites, backbiters, gossi- 
pers, liars, and insipid Christians 
as long as Satan is free. The av- 
erage Christian will be compelled 
from his own experience to admit 
the truth of what I am stating.

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pist and the only perfect King will 


will no longer be permitted to 
tempt. people, to engender strife 
and dissatisfaction. He will no 
longer hold influence among men. 
He will be rendered impotent for a 
thousand years. During this time 
Christ will rule on earth among 
men, and will exercise His au- 
thority for Righteousness. The 
most perfect government the 
world has even seen will then ex- 


be upon the Throne. All this for 
‘a period of a thousand years. Cer- 
tainly no more ideal situation could 
possibly be imagined. Of course, 
the earth will then be free from 
the curse, an entirely new social 
order will have been set up, and 
peace will prevail. What an oppor- 
tunity for man to prove his ability 
to develop in such a way as to be 
able to withstand the Tempter! 

At the end of the one thousand 
years, God will test mankind con- 
cerning this matter. We read: 

“And when the thousand years 
are expired, Satan shall be loosed 
out of his prison, 

“And shall go out to deceive the 
nations which are in the four quar- 
ters of the earth, Gog, and Magog, 
to gather them together to battle: 
the number of whom is as the sand 
of the sea. 

“And they went up on the 
breadth of the earth, and com- 
passed the camp of the saints 
about, and the beloved city: and 
fire came down from God out of 
heaven, and devoured them. 

“And the devil that deceived 
them was cast into the lake of fire 
and brimstone, where the beast 
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and the false prophet are, and 
shall be tormented day and night 


The Devil will succeed in de- 
ceiving the nations of the earth 
once again. In spite of every op- 
portunity to make preparations 
against his attacks, they will be 
deceived to such an extent that 
they will join in making war 
against the saints and the beloved 
city.

ll. The Destruction of Anti-Christ 

Must Take Place Before the King- 

dom Is Set Up. This Also Does 

Not Take Place Until Jesus Comes 
Again! 

May I call your attention to the 
following passages of Scripture? 

“And I saw heaven opened, and 
behold a white horse; and he that 
sat upon him was called Faithful 
and True, and in righteousness He 
doth judge and make war. 

“His eyes were asa flame of fire, 
and on his head were many 
crowns; and he had a name writ- 
ten, that no man knew, but he 
himself. 

“And he was clothed with a ves- 
ture dipped in blood: and his name 
is called The Word of God. 

“And the armies which were in 
heaven followed him upon white 
horses, clothed in fine linen, white 
and clean. 

“And out of his mouth goeth a 
sharp sword, that with it he should 
smite the nations: and he shall 
rule them with a rod of iron: and 
he treadeth the winepress of the 
fierceness and wrath of Almighty 
God, 

“‘And he hath on his vesture and 
on his thigh a name written, King 
of Kings and Lord of Lords. 

“And I saw an angel standing in 
the sun; and he cried with a.loud 
voice, saying to all the fowls that 
fly in the midst of heaven, Come 
and gather yourselves together un- 
to the supper of the great God; 

“That ye may eat the flesh of 
kings, and the flesh of captains, 
and the flesh of mighty men, and 
the flesh of horses, and of them 
that sit on them, and the flesh of 
all men, both free and bond, both 
small and great. | 

“And I saw the Beast and the 
kings of the earth, and their arm- 
ies, gathered together to make war 
against him that sat on the horse, 
and against his army. 

“And the beast was taken, and 
with him the false prophet that 
wrought miracles before him, with 
which he deceived them that had 
the mark of the beast, and them 
that worshipped his image. These 
both were cast alive into a lake 
burning with fire and brimstone. 

“And the remnant were slain 
with the sword of him that sat up- 
on the horse, which sword pro- 
ceeded out of his mouth: and all 
the fowls were filled with their 
flesh” (Rev. 19:11-21). 


If we had time, we should like 
to go into the teaching of the Bi- 
ble concerning the Anti-Christ. It 
would take more than one mes- 
sage, however, to thoroughly deal 
with the subject, so we shall have 
to content ourselves now with just 
a few statements concerning this 
person. In the first place, the Bible 
teaches that the Anti-Christ will 
be a person. There is positively 
no Scriptural evidence that the 
Anti-Christ will be a system,’ ei- 
ther religious or political. He will 
be a person, He is called “The 
MAN of sin.” : | 

In the second place, the time of 
his appearance upon the scene of 


| time is definitely set forth. We are 


told that it will be in the last days. 
Many are the Scriptures that .tell 
about the things he will do while 
on earth. He will make a covenant 
with the Jews at the beginning of 
the seven year period generally de- 
scribed as The Tribulation. 
Through this covenant he will per- 
mit them to enjoy their temple 
worship with all of its ritual, sac- 
rifices, and priestly order. This 
covenant will be kept for three 
and a half years, or until the mid- 
dle of the seven-year period. At 
that time, energized by Satan, he 
will break the covenant, do away 
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‘with the Jewish system of temple 


for ever and ever” (Rev. 20:7-10).' 


worship, stop the sacrifices, and 
set himself up in the temple as 
God, demanding that the people of 
the world worship him as such. 
This is that which is spoken of 
in Scripture as.“the abomination 
of desolation,” During this time 
he will demand that every living 
person wear his mark, known in 
Scripture as the mark of the beast. 
Those who do not have the mark 
will not be able to buy or sell, 
and those who refuse to bow down 
to him and worship him, will have 
to pay for this “outrage” to the 
beast, with their lives. He will have 
unusual power. He will be able to 
deceive the multitudes by pseudo 
miracles and wonders that he will 
perform. All the world will won- 
der after him. 


Surely it isn’t necessary for me 
to point out to a group of intel- 
ligent people that this person has 
never appeared on the scene of his- 


‘tory, even up to this day. No days 


such as those we have described 
have been known in the history of 
mankind, as black as that history 
might be. We are also informed 
that there is one thing that hin- 
ders the manifestation of this per- 
son, that is, the presence of the 
Holy Spirit in the world. 


There are some, however, who 
will admit that we have never ex- 
perienced such things in the world, 
but who claim that we never will 
experience them. They are those 
who seek to spiritualize those 
things that are so plainly set forth 
in the Word of God. Such people 
are those who have been blinded 
by Satan to such an extent that 
they throw overboard every ounce 
of intelligence, and every” bit of 
knowledge ever gained, and seek 
to interpret the Bible in.a way that 
is entirely inconsistent from every 
angle, They throw aside every law 
of literary interpretation, in order 
to make the Word of God fit into 
their own particular ideas. Such 
people for the most part are those 
who reject the claims of the Bi- 
ble concerning its inspiration. They 
reserve for ,themselves the right 
to make the Bible mean anything 
that suits their particular pur- 
pose. To them, some parts of the 
Bible must be literally interpre- 
ted, and some figuratively. They 
have no rule to follow in the mat- 
ter. They decide the issue accord- 
ing to their own whims. 


So far as I am concerned, I 
do not hesitate for one moment 
to claim for the Bible, plenary, 
verbal, inspiration. The very words 
of this glorious Book as found in 
the original manuscripts are the 
words of God Himself. So far as 
the interpretation of those words 
is concerned, I firmly believe in 
the literal method. I believe that 
unless the Bible plainly says in 
the context that a thing is figura- 
tive, or that it is to be spiritua- 
lized, or that it. is merely a type, 
weshould give it a literal inter- 
pretation, just as we would inter- 
pret any other piece of literature. 


In this connection, I make bold 
to say that there is no evidence 
in the Word of God that would en- 
able any one to make the, Anti- 
Christ of the Bible a mere. figure, 
a type, or a picture of some prin- 
ciple that is purely a figment of 
the imagination and a concoction 
of those who would seek to spiri- 
tualize and explain away the posi- 
tive truths of the Bible. 


Now notice that the Bible ex- 
pressly teaches that there will be 
an Anti-Christ, described in the 
nineteenth chapter of Revelation 
as the Beast, and that this person 
will have dominion over the earth 
in the last days, that he will -con- 
tinue in power until he is destroy- 
ed by the LITERAL return of 
Christ. There..can be no doubt 
that the Person described in this 
passage as the Rider of the white 
horse is none other than the Lord 
Jesus Christ, for, if for no other 
reason, He is the only One Who 


KINGS AND LORD OF LORDS.” 


It is self-evident that there can 
be no reign of righteousness, no 
Millennium until this évil person, 
energized by Satan, is done away 
with. This will not be accomplished 
until Jesus ¢omes. te” 

The Apostle Paul teaches the 
same truth in II Thessalonians, 
chapter two: . 

“Let no man deceive you by any 
means: for that day shall not 
come, except there come a falling 
away first, and that man -of sin 
be revealed, the son of perdition,

“Who opposeth and exalteth; 
himself above all-that is called| _ 
God, or that is worshipped; so 's. 
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that he as God sitteth in the tem- 
ple of God( shewing himself that 


“Remember ye not that when I 
was yet with you, I told you these 


things?” 

Now, look at verses’ seven 
through nine: 

“For the mystery of iniquity 


doth already work: only he who 
now letteth (restraineth) will let, 
(restrain) until he be taken out 
of the way. 

“And then shall that wicked one 
be revealed, whom the Lord shall 
consume with the spirit of his 
mouth, and shall destroy with the 
brightness of his coming: 

“Even him, whose coming is aft- 
er the working of Satan with all 
power and lying wonders.” 

It is evident that both the Apos- 
tle Paul and John, the Revelator, 
agree on this very important mat- 
ter. There will be a devilish per- 
son called Anti-Christ, He will ex- 
ercise tremendous power in the 
last days, but he will be destroyed, 
together with all of his forces,— 
when? Only when Jesus comes. 
Since this must take place before 
the Millennium can be a possibil- 
ity, the coming of Christ must be 
pre-millennial. 

But there is also a third reason 
why the coming of Christ must 
precede the Millennium: 


lll. The Kingdom On Earth Fol- 
lows the Tribulation and Christ 
Comes Immediately After the 


Tribulation 


Will you read carefully’ the 
words of Matthew 24:29,30? 

“Immediately after the tribula- 
tion of those days shall the sun 
be darkened and the moon shall 
not give her light, and the stars 
shall fall from heaven, and the 
powers of the heavens shall be 
shaken: \ a 

“And then shall appear the sign 
of the Son of Man in heaven: and 
then shall all the tribes of the 
earth mourn, and they shall see 
the Son of Man, coming in the 
clouds of heaven with power and 
great glory.” 

These passages indicate that 
Christ will not come until the Tri- 
bulation—that awful period of time 
lasting for approximately seven 
years, so fearfully and exactly de- 
scribed in the Bible, and especially 
described in the major part of the 
Book of Revelation, is ended. Since 
there can be no Tribulation period 
during the reign of righteousness, 
and since it is very evidently de- 
scribed in Scripture as_ taking 
place before the period of one 
thousand years known as the Mil- 
lennium, and since Christ comes 
at the end of the Tribulation per- 
iod, His Coming must certainly be 
pre-millennial. 

We are not by any means 
through. There is another reason 
why Christ must come before the 
Millennium. 


IV. The Millennium Follows the 
Abolishing of Gentile Authority 
And Power, and This Is Not Ac- 
complished Until Jesus Comes 
Again!

“I. do feel, at 
least in some degree, that I am a 
poor, guilty, undone sinner; but 
this will not save me.’ ’No, it will 
not. Thousands have felt this and 
perished. You must also believe 
that Christ is able and willing to 
Save you, and to save you Now. 
He is able, for He is Almighty. 
You are a great sinner, but Christ 
is an infinite Saviour. Satan has 
been trying to persuade you that 
Christ is not able to save so great 
a sinner as you are. It is false. He 
is able, and umiess you BELIEVE 
THIS in all its glorious extent, you 
will no more be willing to trust 
Him, than a man on the roof of 
a burning house will step upon a 
weak ladder which he knows will 
give way beneath him. 

You must believe that He is will- 
ing.

No! He was less fit to be pardoned, 
for his sins had been increasing 
every moment up to that very 
time; and Christ was no more will- 
ing to pardon him than He had 
always been. 

The next thing required of you 
is: 

3. To cast yourself unreservedly 
upon His mercy, and trust in Him 
alone for Salvation. This implies 
that you renounce all expectations 
of saving yourself, or of being 
saved any other way than through 
the righteousness and redemption 
of Christ. Did you ever feel as if 
you had done all you could? Have 
you tried to think of something 
more to do to obtain hope and for- 
giveness? You have done too much 
in this way already. 

Just stop doing, and begin to 
trust Christ to do all, and you are 
safe. A man is rowing a boat ona 
river just above a dreadful catar- 
act. The current +begins to bear 
him downward; thé spectators on 
the banks give him up for lost; 
“He is gone!” they all exclaim. But 
in another moment a rope is 
thrown towards the wretched man; 
it strikes the water near the boat. 
Now how doesthe case stand ?.Doall 
the spectators call upon him to 
row, to row stronger, to try hard 
er to reach the shore? Oh,-no; the 
eager and united cry,is: “Drop 
your oars! Give up yout desperate 
attempt! TAKE HOLD OF THE 
ROPE.” So all the sinner’s hope 
lies not in struggling to save him- 
self, but in ceasing to struggle; 
for while he expects soon to ac- 
complish the work of salvation, he 


+ will not look to Christ to do it for 


him. It is not doing, but. yielding, 
that. is required. 

But you say: “Why then do you 
‘urge me to become a Christian or 


‘do anything? Why not let me sit 


still, and wait till ‘Christ shall come 
and pardon me?” And what if the 
man in the boat dropped his oar, 
and then folded his hands and wait- 
ed for the rope to save? He might 
as well have died rowing -as sit- 
ting still, and would as certainly 
have died in the latter case as in 
the former. But he must grasp the 
rope. So the sinner must lay hold 
upon the Cross— not by waiting 
till he is better, but by first con- 
cluding that he shall never be any 
better in the way he is going on, 
and them looking to Christ. As he 
perceives the ground sinking be- 
neath him, and feels how lost and 
wretched he is, filled with mingled 
despair and hope—despair in him- 
self and hope in the power and 
mercy of Christ—he says: 
“T stand upon a mountain’s 
edge, 
Oh, save me, lest I fall.” 

His prayer is heard—the heart of 
the compassionate Saviour is ready 
to welcome him—the arms of mer- 
cy are stretched out to receive him 
—a word of kind welcome reaches 
his ear: “Son, be of good cheer;

mendous subject, but allow me to 
call your attention again, to the 
Word of God, 

“Thou sawest till that a stone 
was cut out without hands, which 
smote the image upon his feet that 
were of iron and clay, and brake 
them in pieces. 

“Then was the iron, the clay, 

the brass, the silver, and the gold, 
broken to pieces together, and be- 
came the chaff of the summer 
threshingfloors; and the wind car- 
ried them away, that no place was 
‘found for them: and the stone that 
smote the image became a great 
mountain, and filled the whole 
earth” (Dan. 2:34,35). 
..The image described in the ear- 
lier verses of the second chapter 
of Daniel, is interpreted by the 
prophet himself as a figure repre- 
senting the course of Gentile world 
dominion. The gold is Babylon; 
the silver, Medo-Persia; the brass, 
Greece, and the iron; Rome. The 
ten toes are descriptive of the 
condition of Gentile world govern- 
ment in the latter days, and the 
prophet tells us that it is in the 
days of the ten-toe form of Gentile 
world dominion that a “stone.... 
cut out without hands,” smites 
the image and grinds it to pieces. 
He spares us the necessity of in- 
terpreting this matter ourselves 
and under,gthe direction of the Ho- 
ly Spirit gives us the exact inter- 
pretation. 

“And in the days of these kings 
shall the God of heaven set up a 
kingdom, which shall never be de- 
stroyed:. and the kingdom shall 
not be left to other people, but it 
shall break in pieces and consume 
all these kingdoms, and it shall 
stand for ever’ (Dan. 2:44). 

The prophet tells us how the 
Gentile world domination will come 
to an end. It will be broken up by 
a “sudden catastrophic judgment.”

‘eaied event has ever taken place 
in the history of the nations, and 
it is still quite obvious that the 
Gentile nations of the world have 
not been crushed and that the 
Kingdom of God has not as yet 
been set up. All this indicates that 
the crushing of the Gentile world 
power and the setting up of God’s 
kingdom will take place in the fu- 
ture. | 

We must especially notice that 
this breaking up of Gentile world 
power and the setting up of God’s 
kingdom by the God of heaven is 
not to be a gradual process. - It 
is to be a decisive, catastrophic 
act, 

The smiting stone, here men- 
tioned by the prophet, is none other 
than the Lord Jesus Christ. This 
interpretation is consistent with 
the teaching of the rest of the 
Scriptures concerning Christ, Who 
is mentioned many times over as 
the “Stone,” or “Rock.’”’ Hence, we 
are enabled tc see that this proph- 
ecy of Daniel is indeed in har- 
mony with that of the Revelator. 
The Kingdom of God will ‘be set 
up by God in the Person of His 
Son, Jesus. Christ, the, Smiting 
Stone, in the days of Gentile world 
dominion, when the Gentile world 
leader, the Beast, is slain and his 
entire kingdom destroyed. Here, 
again, the Bible teaches the Pre- 
millennial return of Christ. 

Notice the fifth reason for the 
pre-millennial return of Christ: 


V. The Literalness of Christ's 
Reign’ Demands That He Should 
Come Before the Kingdom ls 


Set Up 


It is the plain teaching of Scrip- 
ture that the Millennium will be 
a literal reign of Christ on earth, 
and not simply a spiritual exalta- 
tion of the Church. There are more 
passages dealing with this sub- 
ject than there are dealing with 
the subject of the humiliation and 
suffering of Christ. They are so 
numerous that we cannot even re- 
fer to most of them, but we would 
like to present just a few that 
summarize the teaching of them 
all. 

In Isaiah 32:1, we read, “A 
king shall reign in righteousness.”’ 
In Isaiah 9:7 and Luke 1:32-33 we 
read: “Upon the throne of David.”’ 
The location of the throne is giv- 
en in the words, “In Jerusalem”’ 
found in Jer. 3:17 and Zech. 14: 
16. We are told that the Apostles 
shall sit upon twelve. thrones 
(Matt. 19.28), and the Saints shall 
reign over the earth (Rev. 5:10). 
In Ezekiel 21:27, speaking of the 
kingdom or crown of Israel, the 
Lord says: “TIT will overturn, over- 
turn it, and it shall be no more, 
until He come whose right itis; 
and I will give it Him. 


The prophets are unanimously 
exuberant in their description of 
the reign of Jesus Christ on earth 
in glory and great power. He will 
reign on earth, from the Throne of 
David, which is an earthly throne, 
during the Millennium, and this 
necessitates His pre-millennial re- 
turn. 


We present yet another reason 
for His pre-millennial: return. 


VI. There Can Be No Literal King- 
dom on Earth Until the Rapture 
and the Judgment Seat of 
Christ! 


The Scripture no where indi- 
cates that the Church is to look 
forward to living here on earth. 
The future of the Church is in the 
Heavenlies. Notice the blessed 
promise for al! those in Christ. 

“For the Lord Himself shall de- 
scend from heaven with a shout, 
with the voice of the archangel, 
and with the trump of God: and 


| the dead in Christ shall rise first: 


“Then we which are alive and 
remain shall be caught up together 
with them in the clouds, to meet 
the Lord in the air: and so shall 
we ever be with the Lord’ (I 
Thess. 4:16,17). 


Here we learn that there is com- 


|ing a day when the righteous dead, 


those ‘in Christ,” will be resur- 
rected and caught up, at which 
time those on'earth who are “in 


Literal 
people will be taken up through | 
the air to meet their Lord and 
| Saviour. Th ey will « a same 


was caught up out of the sight of 


the disciples as they watched from 
the Mount of Olives on the Ascen- 
sion Day. From then on we will 
be with the Lord. This is the Rap- 
ture, It must take place before we 
are able to reign over the earth 
in the Millennial Kingdom. 

Immediately following the Rap- 
ture the saints will appear before 
the Judgment Seat of Christ where 
they wfil have to-give account for 
the deeds done in the flesh whether 
good or bad (II Cor. 5:10). This 
judgment is not the same as the 
Judgment of the Great White 
Throne of Rev. 20:11. It is no 
even a part of it, not even remote- 
ly connected with it. The Great 
White Throne Judgment is a judg- 
ment for sinners, and sinners only! 
The Judgment’ Seat of Christ is 
the judgment for Christians only. 
It will be at this judgment that 
all Christians will be dealt with 
concerning the things done in the 
body and ‘rewarded accordingly. 
All of this must take place before 
we are rewarded according to 
faithfulness with positions of au- 
thority in ruling over the earth 
during the Kingdom period. Since 
these things cannot take place un- 
til Jesus comes, His coming must 
be pre-millennial, 

There is yet another reason why 
the coming of Christ must be pre- 
millennial. 


Vil. There Can Be No Literal King- 
dom on Earth Until the Judgment 
of the Living Nations and This 
Judgment Does Not Take Place 
Until Jesus Comes Again! 


The following verses are from 
Matt. 25:31-34,41: 

“When the Son of Man shall 
come in His glory, and all the holy 
angels with Him, then shall He sit 
upon the throne of His glory: 

“And before Him shall be gath- 
ered all nations: and He shall sep- 
arate them one from another, as 
a shepherd divideth His sheep from 
the goats: 

“And He shall set .the sheep on 
His right hand, but the goats on 
the left. 

“Then shall_the King say unto 
them on His right hand, Come, ye 
blessed of my Father, inherit the 
kingdom prepared for you from 
the foundation of the world. 

“Then shall He say also unto 
them on the left hand, depart from 
Me, ye cursed, into everlasting 
fire, prepared for the devil and his 
angels. 9 

.He will sit upon the throne 
of His glory: ..” “...before him 
shall’ be gathered all nations: ...” 
That is the picture. When shall 
this take place? When shall the 
nations be judged? When Jesus 
comes! The Kingdom of God can- 
not be inherited by any nation un- 
til the judgment of the nations 
takes place. This cannot take place 
until Jesus comes. Hence, again, 


\the Bible tells us in a most defi- 


nite way that the coming of the 
Lord must be pre-millennial. 


And now, we present the last 
reason that we will have time to 
deal with in this message, the 
eighth in this series. There are 
many more that might be given, 
but it is impossible to deal with 
them all within the scope of one 
message, even though it be a leng- 
thy one, We will discuss other rea- 
sons in another message to follow: 


Vill. If Christ's Coming Were Not 
Imminent, We Would Not Be Told 


to Watch! 


The Scripture teaches: “Watch 
therefore: for ye know not what 
hour your Lord doth come” (Matt. 
24:42). 

“Watch therefore, for ye know 
neither the day nor the hour” 
(Matt. 25:13), and then it adds, 
“And, what I say unto you, I say 
unto ail—wWatch.” It stands to 
reason that if Christ is not com- 
ing until after the Millennium 
which will last at least a thousand 
years, it would be positively ridi- 
culous for me to be watching for 
His coming at this early date. If 
Christ were not coming until aft- 
er the Millennium, I have enough 
confidence in my Lord to know 
that He would not tell me to do 
something that would make a 

plain fool out of me in the light 
of the clear teaching of the Scrip- 
ures. 


But He has said, “Watch,” and| 


‘He means just that! So, in utter 
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lennialist. If I were, I should be 
the most discouraged person walk- 
ing upon the earth. Why? Because, 
in spite of all of our boasted pro- 
gress, and in spite of all of our 
marvelous, God-given opportunities 
to preach the Gospel; ‘contrary *to 
the teaching of the Post-millen- 
nialists; and over against the most 
sincere endeavor on the part of 
those who would remould the ex- 
isting social order, and those who 
felt that because of our. marvelous 
achievements in the realm of sci- 
ence, economics and education, we 
would never sink into the barbar- 
ianism of the past, and therefore, 
predicted that the world would get 
better and better; in spite of all 
this, we have gone down into the 
depths of deepest debauchery ‘and 
have now reached a lower ebb mor- 
ally and spiritually than ever be- 
fore in the history of the human 
race, We have never been farther 
from a peaceful world than we are 
at the present time: We have nev- 
er been farther removed from righ- 
eous government than we are now. 
We have never known such oppres- 
sion, such plunder, such bloodshed, 
such murder, as we are experience- 
ing in the world today. The fam- 


ines, the disease, the economic up- 


sets of the future will be even 
more devastating than anything 
the world has yet witnessed. 


But, aside from the war and its 
inevitable results, we can produce 
evidence of anything but progress 
in the realm of morals and reli- 
gion. There is more crime and vice 
than ever before. There is more 
social disease, more prostitution, 
more pleasure madness, than the 
human race has ever before wit- 
nessed. If we are making progress, 
it is in the realm of sin and law- 
lessness. It is in breaking down 
moral restraint. It is in teaching 
the subjugation of conscience, and 
the utter disregard for the pen- 
alty for sin. In God’s sight this is 
not progress. It is sin of the most 
damnable, hellish kind. It is sin for 
which God will judge the nations. 
It is a crime against His holiness 
for which He will punish in Hell 
every unrepentant participant. 


But away with all man-made 
ideas concerning the subject, and 
back to the Word of God. It teach- 
es that Jesus is coming, not a thou- 
sand years in the future, but soon! 
Perhaps, today. Are you ready for 
His coming? Do you have Christ liv- 
ing and reigning in your heart? 
Are you ready to be taken home 
to Heaven with Him? 


Oh friend, perhaps, you do not 
know Him. It may be that you are 
without hope for eternity. Will you 
not trust Him just now as your 
personal Saviour? Then you will 
be prepared to meet Him when He 
comes. For, He is coming! It is 
true! He will take all of His blood- 
bought children out of the world 
when He comes to claim His cho- 
sen Bride, all the redeemed and 
purified. There is such a thing as 
eternity. Where will you spend it? 
Will it be with Christ? Or, will 
you miss out, and spend it in Hell? 
Will you say an eternal “Yes” to 
Jesus just now? Don’t delay, but 
trust Him now. You cannot make 
yourself more prepared than you 
are at this very moment. Jesus 
died for YOU. and He offers YOU 
eternal life by simply believing in 
Him. Will you do it just now? 


“It may be at morn, when the day 
is awaking,
